Latest ‘Foreign Antelligence. 


By the ship Josephine at New York, 35 days 
from Belfast, Liverpool papers to the 22d inst, are 
received. Parliament was to be prorogued on the 
25th. The papers mention the death of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury on the 21st July, in the 76th 
year of his age. He was Primate of England. 

THE TARIFF. On the tsth July the subject 
of the Americea tariff was the subject of serious 
consideration in the House of Commons, on a mo 
tion of Mr Huskisson for an official copy and also 
for copies of communieations on the subject, from 
his majesty’s Ministers in the United States. Af- 
ter some discussion on the policy of this American 
measure, in which Mr. Hume and Mr. Peel also 
took part, the motion was agreed to. 

The 4th of July was celebrated with much eclat 
by the American Citizens-in Liverpool. Our ves- 
sels in the port were decorated with flags on the 
occasion. The Prince’s dock which was crowded 
with American Shipping, presented, say the pa- 
pers, a novel sight to the eye, and seemed more 
like an American than an English dock. 











RAIL ROAD.—The route of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Rail Road for the first twelve miles, which 
includes the whole distance frem Baltimore to 
Ellicott’s Mills, exhibits now a most gratifying scene 


of active and laborious industry—of “mountdins 


sinking and of vallies rising,’; that gives cheering 
assurances of a speedy accomplishment of this 
great national work. The interest it so naturally 
excites among our citizens, attracts large numbers 
of them daily to view the progress of the workmen. 

It will not be difficult to calculate, that the effect 
of this curiosity must be very beneficial in produc- 
ing income to the company, when this first section 
of the road, shall be so far completed that pas- 
sengers may travel on it to the Union Factory, near 
which it will terminate. Within this distance the 
road will pass by the Thistle Factory, the Patapsco 
Factory and Ellicott’s Mills, and we are assured 
that one or more Rail Road Carriages will travel 
over the whole distance on the fourth day of July 
next— Gazette,

Commencement of Harvard -University—The 
annual commencement of Harvard College took 
place on Wednesday. Among the gentlemen who 
were invited to attend the exercises and to dine 
in the Hall of the University, were Mr. Adams, 
the President of the United States, Mr. Stevenson, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, Gov. 
Coles, of IHinois, Mr. Tucker, Principal of the 
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University of Virginia, Professor McVickar, of 
Columbia College, Senor Viadurre, of Peru; Pro- 
fesser De la Luz, of St. Carlos College, Havana, 
and others. Fifty two young gentlemen were admit- 
ted to the degree of Bachelor of Arts; the degree 
of Master of Arts was conferred upon twenty-six 
persons; and eight received that of Doctor of 
Medicine. No honorary degrees were conferred.

Shortest passage ever known —The Chancellor 
Livingston, Capt. Coggeshall, arrived at this port 
yesterday morning from New York a little after 
seven o'clock, having performed her voyage, ex- 
clusive of stops, in fifteen hours and _ fifty-five 
minutes. She brought one hundred andeighty five 
passengers, among whom was the Hon. Mr. 
Stevenson, Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, who took lodgings at Major M’Clellan’s It is 
probable that the passengers frem New York to 
Boston were landed at the latter place in short of 
twenty-one hours from New York —Prov. Jour. 


The ship Alexander at Philadelphia from Liv- 
erpool, has brought for Colonel Powel an extra- 
ordinary improved Durham short horned cow, 
which produced in England, as appears by certi- 
ficate, 30 quarts of milk a day, in June last, and 
afforded from the milk of seven days, 19} pounds 
avoird ipois of butter, and had continued to give 
milk until the birth of her calf. 

A gentleman going from Ohio into Virginia, in 
the winter, at a time when the Ohio river was filled 
with floating ice, and who had heard that the cros- 
sing was dangerous—on his approach to the river 
auxiously inquired of a countryman what state the 
river was in ?—*Why, zur, I does’nt know for 
sartin, but I has heard say it was partly in Ohiostate 
and partly in old Furginney !”
